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WASTED FUEL RESOURCES. 
* 
All through 
Pennsylvania, accord­ 
ing to the Philadelphia Record, mil­ 
lions of chestnut trees killed by the 
blight have 
been 
allowed to &o to 
waste, although 
they would provide 
fuel for millions of people. 
In many 
cases, the Record 
says, 
“they have 
been cut down and their trunks en­ 
cumber the ground while undergoing 
the slow process of decay that returns 
them to Die 
soil 
as 
humus. 
Even 
: 
along public roads where there would 
be no difficulty in reaching them, the 
trunks lie useless while thousands of 
poor persons shiver 
iii 
cold houses 
throughout the winter months." 
The Record cites this as an illustra­ 
tion of the carelessness of Americans 
in general iii wasting fuel supplies. It 
mentions also the matter of railroad 
ties. A bill has been introduced in the 
Pennsylvania legislature 
which pro­ 
hibits railroads from burning their dis­ 
carded ties. Section hands gather the 
ties, pile them in heaps, and set fire to 
them in order to get rid of them. It is 
said that at present, when a good deal 
of track wrork is being done by the 
railroads over the country, more of 
these ties are thus being burnt up 
than usual. 
The fact is our people seem to be 
not only wasteful, but also peculiarly 
helpless, when if conies 
to 
dealing 
with the 
fuel 
problem. 
During tho 
worst fuel shortages of the war, when 
bitter winter made the situation all the 
worse, very little 
was 
done through 
the initiative of the public, acting in a 
community way, to utilize temporarily 
the abundant fuel resources which ex­ 
ist in most parts of the country. 
Per­ 
haps it is this helplessness of the pub­ 
lic when it comes to questions of fuel 
which has enabled the big coal opera­ 
tors to carry out the 
gouging opera­ 
tions w hich have recently been disclos­ 
ed through the investigations of the 
C abler committee. 


A JURY DISAGREES. 


The difficulties which have been en­ 
countered and which are ctestined al­ 
ways to 
be 
encountered 
by 
every 
movement for the reform of women’s 
dress are illustrated in a news item 
recently sent out from Philadelphia. 
According to this “a jury of nearly 
3,200 clergymen, asked by the Wom­ 
e n ’s Dress 
Committee 
to judge the 
clothes of the fair sex, disagreed. AJ- 
t bough the majority did not flay fem­ 
inine fashion as being immodest, thew 
say that if women do err they do so 
against health rather than against 
morals.” 
Certainly this is calculated to put 
despair into the hearts of the reform­ 
ers. 
Their cause must stand upon the 
ground of morality or not at al!. 
Un­ 
less they can convict the modern fash- 
g 
of immodesty, they may as well 
give up their crusade; and here is a 
jury of nearly 1,200 clergymen, men 
who might be 
expected 
to give a 
stricter definition 
of 
modesty than 
the average, split all to pieces over the 


question whether the modern fashions 
are immodest or not, and preferring to 
discuss instead their alleged harmful 
ness to health— a phase of the subject 
which is not of the slightest interest or 
value to the reformers. 
It seems 
a reasonable 
conclusion, 
though a saddening one to many peo­ 
ple, that this outcome of the test con­ 
ducted by the Women’s Dress Commit­ 
tee is likely to be a body blow, and 
perhaps a fatal 
blow, 
to the whole 
movement for reform of the modern 
faminine costume. 
The failure of the 
1,200 clergymen to bring in a practi­ 
cally unamious 
verdict 
of guilty on 
the charge of immodesty knocks the 
wind out of the whole crusade. There 
is no longer much hope for a federal 
amendment regulating the length of 
skirts and the depth of V-necks.

France in this way abroad and forget­ 
ting over there his political enemies 
and rivalries, Clemenceau would be­ 
come again the great Frenchman he 
was in 1918.

understand the necessity of remaining 
faithful to us and of riot renouncing 
their magnificent participation in vic­ 
tory.” 
It is hard to discover any harmful­ 
ness in this proposal and it might well 
happen thkt good would come out of 
it. 
Of course, M. Clemenceau would 
come frankly as a propagandist; but 
the American woods are full of propa­ 
gandists now, and it is often necessary 
to fight bad propaganda 
with 
good 
propaganda. 
But unquestionably all 
America would welcome the “grand 
old man of France” with open arms.

SOCIETY HAS ONE 
OF FINEST LIBRARIES 
IN THE STATE 


Columbia.. Mo.. March 22.—1The 
Historical 
Society 
of 
Missouri 
which was founded in 1899 by the 
Missouri 
Press Association, now 
has one of Hip finest libraries in 
the stale, acording to a recent re­ 
port made by Floyd C. Shoemak­ 
er. secretary of the organization. 
There are now on file 4.708 books. 
12.756 pamphlets and 
1.621 
vol­ 
umes of Missouri newspapers, all 
of the hooks and pamphlets deal­ 
ing with subjects pertaining to 
the history of the state. 
The col­ 
lection is declared bv Mr. Shoe­ 
maker to Hie most complete one 
of its kind in the state, 
it is val 
tied at $247,000. 
The society has been a ward ol 
the skate ever since 1909 when the 
legislature first appropriated mon­ 
ey to pay the expenses of it. Each 
succeeding legislature has appro­ 
priated money for its upkeep The 
material collected is place.! at the 
dispose! of every citizen of the 
state. 
Only recently. Mr. Shoe­ 
maker was largely instrumental in 
collecting for the Associated Pres** 
the historical data on the naming 
of the 111 counties and the prin 
cippi towns and cities of the state 
The library bas grown rteadilv 
since its beginning. 
The 
first 
president of the society was E. 
VV'. Stephens of Columbia 
Dean 
Isador Loeb of the state univer­ 
sity, was the first secret arv. 
F 
A 
Sampson of Columbia donated 
his library of 7.000 volumes to the 
society in 1901 and was made sec­ 
retary. 
He held the position lot 
fifteen years being succeeded bv 
Mr. Shoemaker. 
The Missouri Historical Review 
which is the official publication of 
Hie society, is published quarter 
Iv. 
This publication seeks to keep 
the members of the society 
ac­ 
quainted with the work of the or 
ganization. 
The old quarters of the moiety 
were outgrown in 1912. 
At that 
limo, even an old elevator shaft 
adjoining the rooms allotted to it 
was packed wth valuable books 
and records. 
Quarters according­ 
ly were provided for the organiza­ 
tion* when the new library build­ 
ing of the university was erected 
and tile society now’ occupies of­ 
fices on the main floor 
oi 
that 
building with three large store 
rooms in the basement filled with 
material filed away for reference. 
During 1919 and 1920 the society 
more than doubled its membership. 
Mr. Shoemaker declares and since 
January I. 1921, the membership 
has increased an additional 
20 
per cent with a total now of more 
than 1,200. 
Of the present rate 
of increase. Mr. Shoemaker esti 
males that within another month 
the society will have the largest 
membership of any similar organi­ 
zation west of the Atlantic coast
